Russia's second sputnik con- 
tained a dog which met a 
flery death when its 
orbiting ark plunged ‘back 
into carth’s atmosphere;

It will 
be recalled that when 
Soviet Premier  Khrash- 
chevy went to the United 
Nations last November, 
one reason advanced for 
his passage in a slow 
bont instead of u fust plane 
was that Iussia was ex- 
pected to try to put a man 
in space during the voyage. 
And na deserter from the 
ship has since told of tho 
dingrams and models which 
the Baltika carried demon- 
atratiny the cabin in which 
the astronaut made‘ his 
space flight, and which 
wore presumubly to huve! 
been used by Khrushchov 
in a triumphant press con- 
ference on his arrival in 
New York. 


HE suggestion implicit in 
. these reports is that a few 
lives ds u small price to. pay 
for the credit of shooting 
the first man into space and 
retrieving him alive. How 
true is this? The difficulty 
of trying to evaluate this 
risk.is that the Soviet rocket 
programme is cnshrouded in 
silence, and while a few, 
reaults are known the over- 
all picture ix obscure. But. 
on what is known of Russia's 
achievements ind her 
fanatical determination to 
suggest the superiority of 
her system, it is entirely 
probuble that under the 
pressure of recent Ameri- 
can advances. she would 
accept the risks of s fow 
failures to be able to claim 
puch a spectacular space 
victory. 

The hope is, however, 
that whatever” risks — the 
Russiuns take the Amerl- 
cans will play safe, Even 
the death of an monkey or a 
dog would bo deplored. Tho 
atars are’ millions of light 
yeors away. Nothing in 
our current research pro- 
mises to bring them mea- 
surably closer and oven 
the conquest of aur own 
solar ayslem. {s a long 
way off in terms of present 
rocket development. Wio- 
ther man orbits carth this 
year or fivo years’ henco is 
therefore of © little ~ con-, 
acquches ao long as he,can 
be ansured of. exploring 
the uniyorse eventually 
with the grentest degreo of

The flaming second stage 
of a Polaris missile flew 
out of control and crash- 
ed back on to the Cape to- 
day.

When the countdown on the 
3t-foot missile reached zero, 
the upper stage suddenly

Famfly and friends to- 
day were working on a petition 
to Mr Butler urging a reprieve, 

Seme observers are already 
drawing a parallel with = the 
case of Timothy Evans, _ semi- 
literate Welsh labourer hanged 
10 years ago. 7 : 

Evans too was convicted 
mainly on the basis of his own 
confession and evidence of the 
chief prosccuon witness who 
lived in the same house, 

Three years later, the same 
prosecution witness appeared in 
the same court charged with 
the scx-murders of slx woinen, 
The bodies were found in the 
garden, behind panclling and 
under floorboards of Evans’ eld 
home. 

The address was 
Rillinglon-place and the name 
was John Reginald Halliday 
Christic, now ranked with “Jack 
the Ripper" as one of the most 
appalling killers in British crime 
history.
